SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Video Programme No. 305 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Video Programme No. 305 tends to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. The video recording consists of three unrelated scenes 
which consist almost entirely of explicit depictions of sexual activities. One sequence, 
subtitled Teenage Tricks’, includes a girl who appears to be in her mid-teens. She is 
introduced to sexual activities, including vaginal intercourse, by a group of adults. The 
video recording normalises such exploitation, creating the impression that a natural 
interest in sex implies a readiness on the part of a young person to become involved in 
sexual activity with adults. The girl’s youth and lack of experience are presented as 
sexually desirable qualities. 

Because it tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes, Video Programme No. 305 is deemed objectionable unless the segment 
Teenage Tricks’ is excised. A notice regarding the proposed excision was issued but 
the distributor failed to respond to this notice. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
considered. The right to freedom of expression contained in si 4 of the NZBR Act does 
not apply to this video recording because it falls under the criteria of s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The deeming provisions 
of s3(2) of the FVPC Act override si 4 of the NZBR Act because they cannot be given 
a meaning which is consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in the NZBR 
Act. 
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
